REMARKS 



The Applicant appreciates the time taken by the Examiner to review The Applicant's 
present application. This application has been carefully reviewed in light of the Examiner's 
comments, including the Office Action mailed August 5, 2005. The Applicant respectfully 
requests reconsideration and favorable action in this case. 



The Examiner previously rejected claims 2, 3, 8 and 9 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, claims 1, 2, 4-12 and 14 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b), and claims 3 and 9 under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a). The Applicant has canceled claims 1-10 and 14 and amended claims 11 and 13. 
Claims 1 1 and 13 are therefore pending in the application. 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. S 1 12 
Claims 2 r 3 f 8 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C.§ 112, second paragraph. The 
Applicant has canceled these claims, so the rejection is moot. 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 102 
Claims 1, 2, 4-12 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102(b) as being anticipated by 
U.S. Patent No. 6,294,954 to Melanson ("Melanson"). The Applicant has canceled these 
claims, so the rejection is moot. 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. $ 103 
Claims 3 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Melanson in view of U.S. Patent No. 4,554,512 to Aiello. The Applicant has canceled these 
claims, so the rejection is moot. 

Allowable subiect matter 
The Examiner objected to claims 1 1 and 13 as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but stated that these claims would be allowable if rewritten in independent form, including 
all the limitations of the base and intervening claims. The Applicant has amended these claims 
to be in independent form, including all the limitations of the base and intervening claims, and 
therefore believes these claims are allowable. 



Summary of r ejections and amendments 
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Conclusion 



The Applicant has canceled all claims except those which were indicated by the 
Examiner to contain allowable subject matter. These claims are canceled without prejudice or 
disclaimer to the subject matter recited therein, and the Applicant reserves the right to pursue 
such subject matter in one or more continuation applications. The claims containing allowable 
subject matter have been rewritten in independent form, including all the limitations of the base 
•and intervening claims. All of the claims in the application are therefore believed to be 
allowable.
